HEXHIAI, HOVUm VIEWS

New Yoke, Nov. 24..Major General

0. (J. Howard, of tht) United States
Army, at a meeting of the Military Ser¬
vice Institute held yesterday afternoou
in Military Hall, on Governor's Island,
read a paper on "The Military and Naval
Pensions of the Uuited States." General
Howard said that the first pension ever

granted waa when Congress, in 177ti,
acting under a recomiweudatiou made
by Washington, paused a joint resolu-
Uon to secure a fair peusiou to all those
of the latu war. It was not until 1818
that Congress granted Hervice pensions;
all those prior to that datn being given
for disability. Up to 1888 the total nuni
bur of lU-vnlutionary pensions of all
kinda was 02,(Mi9, and these had costthe
(iovcruiueut in rouud tltfurew$:J8,5tHJ,0CH>.
As to the war of 1812 the speaker said
the total number of beneficiaries up to
June, 18M8, were 00,070, and the amount
paid ${11,310,2511. In 1820 the navy and
militia Were iuclilded, und reaped the
Hiiiid bi'iii*tit as the army. To the
Veterans of the Mexican War and their
families the same pension service was
granted as in the war of 1812, and 21,721
<laiuiB were allowed at a cost to the
Government of about$13,000,000,

In 1802 Congress passed a bill to givu
to all those iu the army and navy of the
United States a pension upon the same
conditions granted lo the regular army.
Thus the resulting roll uf pensioners
was very large, numbering 0110.020 and
rotting the (ioveruuieut over $1,000,000,-
IKK). The (ieneial advised the appoint¬
ment of a special commission of aeveu
to revise nil pension legislation. At
profont the people wore not iu favor of it
general service pension, lie considered
it right to begin the payment of such n
peusiou iu 1895, which would be thirty
years alter the close of the war. Gen¬
eral Howard says that in granting the
pensions he thought it would be ex¬
pedient lo examine each claim and sun-

jieud payment until such an inspection
was completed.
